Horrible Accident,

Burre (Mont.), Nov. 4.At mid- 
night last night, when one shift of 
men at the Anaconda mine were re- 
lieving another, seventeen nen were 
killed by the falling of the cage and 
two fatally injured, The cage was 
full of miners retarning from work, 
who stepped out into the opén air, 
Their places were at once taken by 
bineteen men who were to take up 
the work they had just abandoned, 
and the cage started toward the depths 
below. 

The rope had been unwound buta 
couvie of times from the slowly re- 
volving windlass, when there was a 
sudden snap and acry of horror from 
the shaft. The rope had broken and 
the cage with its nineteen inmates 
precipitated to the bottom of the mine. 
It was some little time before assist- 
ance could be sent them. 

A number of miners who were 
through work and waiting to be re- 
lieved were at the bottom of the shalt 
waiting for the cage to take them out. 
Amidst them, narrowly missing some, 
the cage dashed. Little could be 
done. 

Of the nineteen men who made the 
fearful ride seyenteen were dead.

At this time, says the Athenm- 
um, what used to be called the new law 
courts were building, so the Dean and 
chapter lent their ehapter house for the 
purposes of an assize court. The trial 
Incted all day. The poor wretch’s 
body never underwent the proposed in- 
dicuity. The inhabitants of Brigg took 
fri.-ht—thought, it has been sugyested, 
that the gibbet standing so near the 
higuway would terrify people and 
hinderthem from coming to market; 
they petitioned against the judge’s order 
being carried out, and the authorities 
remitted the horror. Mr. Hartshorne 
believes, and we have no doubt cor- 
rectly, that the last person hung in 
chains was a tan named Cook, who 
suffered for the murder of a Mr. Paas.
